Home Interest lag fatalistic** of Edu­ 
cation In the Different Htate* and 
Territories. 
The report of the committee of educa­ 
tion for 1877, as authorized by Congress, 
has just been printed. It shows the income 
for all the States and Territories (Wyom­ 
ing not included) to be $86,806,166; the 
expenditures (Wyoming included), $80,* 
233,458. Tne school population for thirty- 
eight States and nine Territories Is said to 
aggregate 14,227,748. The annual expense 
per capita for public school ^pupils ranges 
from $1.39 in North Carolina, to $35.7G in 
the Cherokee tribe, Indian Territory. *Tbe 
number of normal schools reported is 152, 
having 1,189 instructors, 37,085 pupils, and 
2,7G3 graduates, of which number 1,874 
are eogaged in teaching. Ohio reports 
the greatest number of normal schools, viz, 
14. The largest appropriation lo a normal 
school was that of $95,000 made to the 
New York City Normal College by the 
city. The bequests made to educational 
institutions for the superior Instruction of 
women received $163,97G. The average of 
salaries paid to public school teachers in 
the District of Columbia is: For men, 
$9G17,;tor women, $71.21 per month, 
giving a higher mean than that reported 
from any other part of the country, except­ 
ing Nevada.

PETER GROVE, THE PREACHER. 


How an Old-Time Itinerant Slew 
Three Indians at Once. 
Cameron County Correspondence of the Wilkes* 
barre Record. 
According to tradition, a number of In­ 
dians were massacred at the mouth of a 
little stream now known as Grove ruu, and 
a few hundred yards above tiinnemabon- 
ing Station, by Peter Grove, a compatriot 
of Captain Sam Brady, and one of tho 
most relentless Indian haters of that time. 
The bloody incident occurred over one 
hundred years ago, and is related as fol­ 
lows: Peter Grove, who was well ac­ 
quainted with all these mountain defile* 
and streams, discovered the trail of seven 
Indians, who had been making a foray on 
the settlements below, and he pursued 
them up the Sinnemahoning. 
One even­ 
ing they encamped at the mouth of this 
little stream on the bank of the creek, and 
built a fire in fancied security. 
As he 
came down Bllicott's run, which empties 
into the First Fork near here, and passed 
around the high knob ot the mountain, he 
discovered the smoke of their fire and 
they knew the 
enemy were encamped 
there. He waited patiently until the ene­ 
my were asleep, wnen he crept up like a 
panther, and rushing upon them, succeed­ 
ed in killing three. 
The others were so 
surprised, aod not knowing how many 
were in the attacking party, thty.flud for 
their lives. Hastily seizing the arms of the 
elatn he threw them into a swamp near by, 
and entering the 
creek, waded down 
stream for some distance to avoid being 
tracked by the wily foe, aod then crossed 
over the mountains to Beech creek and 
escaped. This adventure was one ot the 
most daring in the life of this bold hunter, 
and was equal, if not superior, to any of 
the exploits ot Brady.

These 
consist of a study just Urge enough for one 
person to sit down, % dining and sleepiog- 
room, with the bed built into the wall in 
the fashion of a ship’s berth. A small 
table, two chairs, and a cupboard complete 
the furnishing. Food is paned to the 
occupant through a bole in the outer wall, 
all being prepared in a common kitchen 
and brought to the hermits once a day. 
They never eat meat ; and their portioo of 
fish on all except fast days consists of six 
oune*.s of fresh, or four of salt fish.

In his religious faith he 
was a Universalist. And in his daily walk 
and conversation, as m his daily practice 
ot the christian virtues among his fellow 
men, it is fair to say he exemplified well 
the broadly benevolent aul charitable 
principles and tendencies of the faith 
Which he had espoused.
